WHEN  this  issue  of  Burro 
appears  before  the  stu- 
dent body,  college  will  have  been 
in  full  sway  for  nearly  a month. 
But  even  though  one  month  has 
gone,  we  still  stand  at  the  be- 
ginning of  a collegiate  year.  It 
ought  to  be  a big  year  for  Lehigh, 
but  to  be  what  it  ought  to  be 
it  will  require  the  conscientious 
and  everlasting  endeavor  of 
every  man  in  college. 

At  the  time  of  going  to  press, 
the  college  is  facing  a critical 
period  in  more  ways  than  one. 
Chief  among  these  is  the  spirit 
which  is  being  exhibited  by  the 
men.  The  fall  of  the  year  is 
always  looked  upo-n  more  or  less 
as  the  time  when  college  spirit 
reigns  highest,  for  everyone  is 
fresh  from  their  vacation  of  the 
summer  and  to  this  advantage  is 


added  the  attraction  of  the  big- 
gest college  sport,  football. 

But  this  year,  there  seems  to 
be  a lack  of  this  spirit  which  is 
usually  evidenced  at  this  particu- 
lar time.  College  meetings  have 
been  called  to  talk  about  it.  many 
discussions  have  been  held  here 
and  there  about  the  campus,  and 
still  we  visit  the  stands  in  the  af- 
ternoons on  which  cheering  prac- 
tices are  called  and  see  but  a 
paltry  few  of  the  sophomores  and 
upper  classmen.  Freshmen  must 
go  to  these  practices!  It  is  the 
duty7  of  the  three  upper  classes 
to  go. 

It  seems  a strange  state  of 
affairs  that  in  a college  where 
seventy  men  are  willing  to  get 
out  on  the  field  every  afternoon 
in  the  week  and  slave  for  the 
team,  many  of  then  realizing 
that  they  have  not  the  ghost  of 


a chance  to  make  the  ’Varsity, 
there  can  exi  t side  by  side  with 
such  men.  others  who  are  not 
willing  to  give  a half  an  hour  or 
an  hour  two  or  three  times  a 
week  to  show  the  team  that  the 
college  is  back  of  it. 

We  are  digging  deep  in  college 
activities  this  year.  The  war 
wrecked  things  pretty  complete- 
ly and  it  still  remains  to  be  seen 
how  soon  Lehigh  is  going  to 
come  back.  There  is  no  ques- 
tion that  it  will  come  back,  but 
when  ? College  life  and  college 
spirit  must  be  built  up  from  the 
foundations  again  and  we  must 
get  out  and  show  our  mates  that 
we  intend  to  do  so.  Five  thous- 
and or  more  alumni  are  watching 
11s.  We  cannot  fail. 

Let’s  go.  Get  out  behind  that 
team,  whether  they  win  or  lose, 
show  them  you  are  with  them. 
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Make  it  a point  to  get  to  cheer- 
ing practice.  Make  it  a point 
to  see  that  you  yourself  are  doing 
something  to  help  Lehigh  along, 
and  keep  your  eyes  on  the  fellow 
beside  you. 


BURRO  would  like  to  stand 
with  many  other  of  the 
activities  in  college,  which  have 
devoted  a great  deal  of  their 
time  recently  to  the  question  of 
the  Honor  System.  It  is  a ques- 
tion which  seems  to  us  to  be 
vitally  important  to  the  whole  life 
of  the  Univershy. 

It  is  not  our  intention  to  deliver 
a sermon  or  give  a lecture  on  the 
subject,  but  we  would  like  to 
bi  h g to  the  attention  of  the  stu- 
dent body  different  points  in  the 
system  as  it  stands  today.  There 
is  no  question,  but  that  the  meth- 
od of  procedure  in  the  Honoi 
Court  as  laid  out  in  the  consti- 
tution of  the  Arcadia  is  rather 
indefinite,  that  many  points  in 
regard  to  what  cons  a ute.s  cheat- 
ing are  vague  and  hazy,  that  dif- 
ferent interpretations  are  put  up- 
on different  points  by  different 
students. 

We  would  answer  the  first  of 
these  matters  by  the  statement 
that  at  the  time  this  issue  of 
BURRO  went  to  press,  the  ques- 
tion of  the  revision  of  the  articles 
pertaining  to  the  maintenance  of 
the  Honor  Court  and  the  admin- 
istration of  justice  in  honor  cases 
had  been  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Arcadia, 
who  at  that  time  were  straining 
every  point  to  submit  their  rec- 
ommendations to  the  whole  Ar- 
cadia as  quickly  as  possible. 

We  would  answer  the  second 
and  third  points  together  by  call- 
ing attention  to  the  faculty  rules, 
which  put  cheating  and  attempt- 
ing to  cheat  in  the  same  class. 
He  who  has  attempted  to  deceive 
his  mates  or  his  instructors  by 
dishonest  work  has  called  down 
upon  himself  the  same  condem- 
nation as  he  who  has  actually 
cheated.  The  rule  is  clearly  and 
concisely  stated. 

This  problem  is  important  be- 
cause it  relates,  to  the  personal 
honor  of  every  man  in  the  Uni- 


versity and  to  the  honor  of  the 
University  itself.  The  fallacy  in 
the  Honor  System  seems  to  be  in 
the  fact  that  men  are  loathe  to 
report  another  man’s  cheating, 
even  though  they  themselves  are 
perfectly  honest  in  their  work- 
id  ow  long  are  we  going  to  be 
affected  by  this  childish  idea  that 
we  entertained  in  preparatory 
school,  that  it  was  wrong  to  give 
away  the  man  who  had  deliber- 
ately done  wrong?  How  long 
are  we  going  to  be  affected  by 
ideas  of  society  and  friendship, 
when  those  men  with  whom  we 
are  associated  have  by  their  very 
acts  thrown  a blemish  upon  that 
society  and  friendship?  How 
long  will  it  take  us  to  discover 
that  we  are  men,  that  as  men  we 
have  that  intangible  something 
which  characterizes!  every  real 
man,  and  which  he  gives  the 
name  of  honor. 

The  Honor  System  can  only 
succeed  in  one  way ; by  the  ab- 
solute cooperation  of  every  man 
in  helping  to  carry  out  a system, 
which  he  pledged  himself  to  do 
when  he  entered  college.  The 
Honor  System,  let  us  remind 
ourselves,  applies  not  only  to 
written  exercises.  It  applies  to 
every  exercise,  it  applies  to  every 
phase  of  University  life.  On  the 
athletic  field,  in  the  class  room, 
at  home  and  in  our  bearing  to- 
ward each  other,  let  us  remember 
that  we  are  learning  to  be  leaders 
and  as  such  should  most  certainly 
lead  the  lives  of  honorable  men. 


TO  the  class  of  1923,  BURRO 
takes  this  opportunity  to 
say  a few  words,  which  we  be- 
lieve will  be  taken  in  good  faith 
and  which  will  help,  with  all  the 
other  things  that  have  been  said 
to  that  class,  to  make  the  men  in 
that  class  real  Lehigh  men. 

The  freshmen  this  year  entered 
with  the  largest  class  that  has 
ever  come  to  Lehigh,  and  should 
be  justly  proud  of  the  fact.  They 
have  every  opportunity  to  make 
good,  for  they  are  the  first  class 
since  the  cessation  of  hostilities 
with  the  Central  Powers  to  enter 
University  life.  We  believe  that 
if  they  are  properly  encouraged 
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and  coached,  they  will  not  only 
be  a credit  to  themselves  but  to 
their  Alma  Mater. 

But  as  in  any  body  of  men, 
though  there  are  many  good  men 
in  their  midst,  there  are  others 
who  are  below  par,  who  are 
weaklings  in  the  moral  tone  of 
the  class,  and  who  sooner  or  later 
will  drop  by  the  wayside.  For 
a time  they  must  be  tolerated, 
but  they  usually  vanish,  if  not  at 
the  first  slaughter,  then  in  suc- 
ceeding ones. 

Good  freshmen,  the  University 
gives  you  your  chance  to  make 
good.  It  also  asks  you  to  aid  in 
driving  out  the  non-desirable 
class  if  it  is  not  possible  to  con- 
vert them.  The  time  will  pass 
quickly,  and  in  a few  short  years, 
the  administration  of  the  student 
life  of  the  University  will  be  in 
your  hands. 

You  must  be  qualified  as  men 
to  lead  when  your  time  comes  to 
lead.  What  has  happened  to  your 
class  has  been  for  your  own  good, 
we  have  been  trying  to  help  you 
to  get  started.  You  have  your 
start  now,  let  us  see  that  you 
have  the  ability  to  maintain  your- 
selves under  your  own  power. 


WHEN  college  opened, Burro 
immediately  issued  a call 
for  candidates  for  its  art,  edi- 
torial and  business  staff.  For 
the  last  position,  we  have  had  a 
good  turnout,  but  for  the  art  and 
editorial  positions,  there  seems  to 
be  a scarcity  of  material-  We 
proposed  to  take  one  Junior,  two 
Sophomores  and  two  Freshmen 
on  the  editorial  board,  and  as 
many  men  on  the  art  staff  as 
showed  promise. 

From  the  present  outlook,  it 
does  not  seem  as  though  we 
would'  be  able  to  take  as  many 
men  as  we  promised  to  take  on 
the  editorial  board.  For  this 
reason,  we  are  issuing  this  second 
call  for  material.  The  contest 
continues  until  Christmas.  It  is 
not  too  late  to  get  started.  Con- 
didates  should  report  every  week 
on  Wednesday  afternoons  at 
three-thirty  to  .the  Editor  in  the 
Burr  room  in  Drown  Hall.
